1. According to a prelinninary amendment filed on April 13, 2005, the applicants have 
canceled claims 1-21 and furthermore, have added new claims 22-42.

Group IV, claim(s) 35, 36 and in part 22-24, 34 as well as 37-42, drawn to compounds 
of formulae. (IK) and (IL) disclosed on page 11 of specification, pharmaceutical 
compositions containing these compounds and methods of treatment using these 
compounds. 
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Group V, claim(s) In part 22-24 and 37-42, drawn to compounds of formula other than 
defined above for groups 1 through IV, pharmaceutical compositions containing these 
compounds and methods of treatment using these compounds. 

4. The inventions listed as Groups I through V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons:
